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JOCKEY IS SERIOUSLY HURT T 



MARYLAND RACING CONTINUES TO PROSPER 



SNYDER VICTIM OF ACCIDENT THAT MAY 
HAVE FATAL TERMINATION. 

Bey Is Thrown from Yearling at Palmetto Park — 
Rig Shipment of Horses from Latonia 
Reaches Charleston, 



Charleston. S. C.. November 19. — Jockey W. Sny- 
der. who is under contract to Dr. J. S. Tyree, sus- 
tained injuries this morning that may terminate 
fatally. The diminutive rider was astride one of 
liis employer's yearlings and was returning to tl»e 
stable after a gallop on the traek. The young racer 
look fright and wliile praneiug alxxit became tangled 
in some wild we« m| and fell. Snyder landed directly 
beneath the eolt and the latter, in his effort to rise, 
struck Snyder with his front foot, inflicting a deep 
ga>h in the boy's head. Snyder was rushed with 
all s|»ood to the local hospital, where examination 
disclosed that he was in a seriouss condition. Some 
hope is entertained for his recovery. Snyder only 
recently recovered from the effects of a bad fall 
in Canada last summer, in which lie sustained 
several fractured ribs and other injuries. 

The Latonia special train, composed of ten cars 
of horses, two sleepers, baggage ears, coaches and 
a diner, reached here here early this morning 
after a fast and satisfactory run from the Mill- 
dale traek. Tin horses arrived in fine fettle and not 
a mishap marred the trip. There were one hundred 
and six passengers on the train. Owners who had 
consignments on tin* train included J. il.

Fine wea t her is prevailing and the track is in ex- 
cellent condition to work over. The fair now in 
progress is not interfering with training operations. 

G. W. Langdon, who lias charge of J. \Y'. Mes- 
servy’s horses, has decided to lire* Addie M. and 
rest her until spring. He will start Charlestonian 
in the Inaugural Handicap at Palmetto Park. 

Thvre are already a good many racing folk in 
CluirleKton aiid reservations made at the hotels in- 
dicate a record-breaking crowd for the opening. 

Many of the visitors will not arrive until the 
day of the opening, because of the lack of an inter- 
val between the close of racing at Jamestown and 
the G|>ouing at Palmetto Park. 

NOTES OF THE TURF IN OTHER LANDS. 

As soon as the flat racing season is over in 
France, jockeys F. O’Neill ami J. Keiff will leave 
for the United States, where they will pass the 
winter. 

J. Lane, the well-known jockey, has returned 
to England from Germany for the winter. He will 
again ride first jockey next season for the stable 
of Count Seidlitz Sandreczki. 

IL B. Dnryea has decided to send a certain num- 
ber of his fiat racers in training to the hammer. 
They were included in Cheri's sale at the llatas 
de Saint -James, Paris, November 19. 

Jockey Doumen. who rode for the first time for 
Ban m Maurice de Rothschild at Maisons La Hit to 
ou Tuesday. November 4. leads the whining jock- 
eys* list in Italy with 95 wins to his credit. 

When the conditions for next year’s Grand Na- 
tional are in due course published, it will 1 m? found 
that there is a clause ordaining that 175 pounds 
is to bo t 1m* maximum weight accorded to any horse, 
and that the minimum weight may lie 133 pounds. 

The Nice racing committee has fixed the dates 
for the coming year fixtures. They arc January 6, 
s. 11. 13. 15. is and 20 . The Grand Steepb*cliase 
will lx* run on Sunday. January 11. The spring 

fiat races will take place on March 13. 15 and 17. 
Several important improvements, including a new 
stand, have been made on the Var race course. 

In the course of an interesting communication 
to •Deiitschcr Sport concerning breeding studs in 
Argentina, a correspondent mentions that Jardy. 
th< famous French bied stallion, lias not sired a 
single chestnut. Evidently the son of Flying Fox 
is a pure dominant for color, and the writer emu 
pares him in that respect to the Derby winner. Anl 
Patrick, in Germany, which never begets chestnuts. 
The news concerning Ard Patrick is interesting, as 
be is. in this a true descendant of Galopiu. Ard 
Patrick's sire. St. Fiorian. like St. Simon and Gal- 
opin. was likewise a pure dominant. 

The Liverjmol Autumn Cup results in yet an- 
other victory in a big race for a long- priced horse, 
an uneonsidered trifie in China Cock at 20 to 1 win- 
ning by a length from Oselle. The trio mostly 
fancied* were Subterranean. Oselle and Cheerful. 
For good I.mAs San lair apjieared to be the pick, 
but something more than outward appearance is 
necessary. Candytuft held the rails position and 
speedily drew out with a good lead, which he 
retained until about a half mile from home, when 
there were a iiiiiiiImt of changes ami a good deal 
of crowding. China (5xk held a clear <*oursc tin the 
outside. and in the hands of Morniugtou Wing 
credited Ylr. Nelke with the spoils. Cheerful, which 
was ouly beaten a head for the Cambridgeshire, 
finished fifth aud Scots Saint last. 

NOTES OF THE TURF. 

Jockey Charles Peak, who was seriously injured 
when he was thrown from Floral Park during the 
last mei tlng at Latonia. was able to leave St. 
Elisabeth’* hospital at Cincinnati yesterday and 
l**ft at once for his home in llot Springs, accoin- 
pauied by his mother. 

GeiH-ge Archibald, an American jockey who has 
ridden with notable success in Continental Europe 
for the past few years, was married at New York 
on Saturday last io Miss Claire Hamel, of Berlin. 
The bride arrived in this country Saturday after- 
noon. Mr. and Mrs. Archibald are on their way to 
the bridegroom's native state. California, to spend a 
two months’ houeyui»x*n. Archibald, who is a cousin 
of the late noted rider. Henry A. Spencer, won the 
Austrian Derby and other stakes of importance this 
season. lie has been re engaged to ride abroad for 
the next three years and will return to Europe about 
March 1. 

WINNING A RACE APPROPRIATELY. 



While there was less racing by six days in Maryland this year than in 1912 the sport flourished as 
never before in that locality. A new record was made in the amount of money distributed among owners 
of racing stables, the patronage of the various meetings was greater than ever ami the racing itself was j 
conducted on a plane that left little to be desired. The most important development of the season was the 
substitution of the pari-mutuels for the lx»okmukers at Pimlico and other tracks under the jurisdiction of 
tie Baltimore County Racing Commission, in accordance with the decision reached last year by that gov- 
• ruing body to insist upon such a change this season. The patrons of Pimlico have taken kindly to the 
innovation. 

Another imix>rtant happening was a change in the controlling ownership of the Laurel track, which 
was built in 1911 by H. D. Brown and his associates. This property, following a dispute with the Jockey 
Club that was carried to the courts, passed into the possession of a syndicate headed by James Butler, 
of New York, well aud favorably known to horsemen by reason of his connection with racing as the owner 
of the Empire City track at Yonkers, N. Y. Matt J. Winn, who has scored numerous successes in a mana- 
gerial capacity at various American race tracks, was installed as manager at Laurel and conducted the 
affairs of the course to such advantage this season that Laurel is finally in a fair way to till the void left 
v-t-ant by the susjK*nsion of racing at Henning, which was one of the objects in view when the track was 
built. 

There has been considerable agitation against bookmaking in Maryland and it Is expected that an at- 
tempt will Ik* made to legislate against the Ixxtkmakers during the biennial session of the Maryland legisla- 
ture the coining winter. It is intimated that an effort will be made to pass a law providing for the crea- 
tion of a state commission to govern all racing within the state, with the pari-mutuels as the only legal 
means of speculation.

Norfolk. Va.. November 19. — Racing at the James- 
town Jockey Club’s track this afternoon was over- 
shadowed in a measure by a ruling made by tin* 
stewards, which brought suspension to jockey Frank 
Adams and owner G. M. Johnson. The ruling of 
tin* officials was based on the running of tlx* horse 
J. H. Barr. The latter was a starter ou Monday in 
a big field and, after getting away from the jx>st 
poorly closed a big gap and finished fast. He was 
in with a poorer lot the following day and. breaking 
from the outside, went to the front and led. all the 
way. The ruling, which appears a severe one, was 
based probably more on the conflicting stories told 
by Johnson than on the improvement shown by tb** 
horse. Adams unquestionably rode J. H. Barr 
badly the day In* was beaten. As to Jobuson, be 
has always borne a good reputation aud it was the 
first time during bis career on the turf that he had 
b**en called into the judges* stand. In connection 
with the case, bookmakers G. Devine and H. Ohinar 
were barred from further privileges. 

The stewards have another case under considera- 
tion. or rather probably will will have tomorrow. 
It appears that R. I. .Miller, in whose colors the 
horse Water Welles runs, complained that J. YV. 
Hedrick had attempted to extort $250 from him 
after Water Welles won a selling race here on 
Monday last. The race in question was a $1,500 
top and bottom affair. Miller claims that Hedrick 
asked for $250 not to run the horse up. The stew- 
ards have asked Miller to put his complaint in 
writing. 

Starring finishes came with the running of most of 
the races this afternoon. The upsets which are so 
frequent here, were again the rule and in only one 
race did a favorite score. Rye Str;.w being the 
solitary successful choice. Ycxleling, at <xhls of rat 
to 1, running in the colors of Henry J. Morris, won 
the opener, with the two choice*, Walters ami Xu 
prime, unplaced. 

The third race, a dash of three-quarters of a 

mile for two-year-olds, resulted in a spirited con- 
test, four of the eight starters finishing heads and 
necks ajuirt. The winner turned up in Fathom, 

which came from behind and beat Some Kid a 

neck. Orotnnd, the favorite, finished fifth. 

Before the races this afternoon an accident oc- 

curred outside the entrance to the course, in which 
ex -jockey James Walsh was struck by an automobile 
and killed. Walsh's home is in Xenia, Ohio, and 
his body will probably lx* shipped to that point. 

GOOD HORSES IN JUAREZ HANDICAP.

El Paso. Tex., November 19. — Secretary Ed Jasper 
has compiled the entries for the various stakes to 
be run at the Jockey Club Juarez track the coming 
winter, which closed on November 1. Chief inter- 
est at present centers in the Juarez Haudicap, a 
$1,500 event lor all ages at six furlongs, that Is 
to lx* the feature of the opening of the loo days 
or more winter meeting at this course «hi Thanks- 
giving Day. Thursday, November 27. This stake 
has thirty-live notni nations, including some of the 
most noted horses that will race tin* coming winter. 

The list includes Iron Mask. Reamer, Hobnob. 
FT1 Palomar. Orb. Sir Fretful. Gold of Ophir, Thistle 
Belle. Napa Nick, Pay Xtr«*ak. Jim Bascy, Vested 
Rights. Redpath, Gordon Russell, Colquitt. Dorothy 
Dean, Colonel Marchmout, Kootenay. John I). Wake- 
field. I'seeit. Hardy. Anytime. Foundation, Con- 
naught. Truly, Pan Zareta, Close*. KmeraM Gem, 
Zira. Upright. Seneca. Mrs. Gamp, Mimorloso, 
Edith W. and Undaunted. 

In addition to this event, on the opening day 
there are to be five other g«xxl races of the over- 
night variety and the total ol the money added for 
this day’s sixirt is $3,500. 

All the other stake events filled well and are ou a 
par in class with the Juarez Handicap. 

The track of the Jockey Club Juarez is now in 
excellent condition, as the weather here has been 
simply ideal. Recent heavy showers greatly bene- 
fited the course. From present indications it will he 
faster this season than ever before for an opening 
day. There are now about 7oo horses quartered in 
the stables at the course and tbc prospects were 
never so bright for great racing here. El Paso is 
now entertaining more visitors, though the oix*uiug 
is still a week away, than ever before on tin* eve 
of the beginning of racing here. 

Manager M. J. Winn is due to arrive here within 
the next twenty-four hours. The officials already 
here include Acting-Manager H. F. Breivogel ami 
Secretary F7d Jasper. 

The war scare is locally regarded as of little 
moment. Three or four race horses were taken by 
drunken followers of Villa’s army have ln*eu re 
turned to their stalls none the worse for their 
absence from the traiuing quarters. YVhat firing 
took place between the tr<x»ps of both sides in 
Juarez did not break a paue of glass or splinter 
a |x»st on the Juarez track. 



WINTERING AT SHEEPSHEAD BAY. 



New York. November 19. — With the return of rac- 
ing to New York state the old course of the Couey 
Island Jockey Club at Sheepr.bead Bay has again by- 
come a popular winter training ground for horsemen. 
Several of the strings of thoroughbreds that finished 
out their racing year with tin* sport in Maryland 
have been shipped back to Long Island to await the 
opening next spring and “the bay’’ has its share 
of horses. 

Tlu* most recent arrivals were the horses of Allan 
Pinkerton that were brought on from Pimlico by 
trainer YV. Freeman. In the lot are the two-year- 
olds Andes and Bombay and four hunters. Andes is 
a Piping R«x-k Subscription youugstcr that made 
good. 

11. R. Williams, a newcomer to racing, is another 
who has his horses at the Sheeushead Bay course. 
In all, Mr. Williams has a dozen horses, eight of 
them being yearlings aud four two-year-olds. In 
the two-year-old division ho has a brother to Jack 
Atkin. Barney Schrciber’s famous sprinter of a few 
seasons back: a brother to Stanley Fay. and a 

brother to Mater. Ral Parr’s two-year-old filly that 
has been raced with a fair measure of success by 
William Garth this season. 

Dave Leary has sent Hurakan home to rest for the 
winter. She is a particularly smart two-year-old 
filly that was purchased out of the dispersal sale 
of the horses of the late Charles Kohler at Belmont 
Park, ami she earned her way during the racing 
year. 

Max Hirseh has two in winter quarters and there 
are scores of others on hand, while others are on the 
way. Many of tlx* stables bouse yearlings that wlli 
lx* fitted for what is to lx* offered about New York 
next sea sou.
